REMARKABLE  GROUP  OF  BABYLONIAN  STONE  CYLINDER  SEALS. 

These  Seals  date  from  B.C.  1500  to  2650,  hence  are  from  3500  to  4500 
years  old.  They  are  among  the  earliest  relics  which  have  come  down  to  us 
from  ancient  times  and  bear  the  earliest  writing  in  the  world.  The  ancient 
Babylonian  Priests  used  them  for  sealing  old  temple  and  public  records, 
business  transactions,  etc.  In  connection  with  the  collecting  of  the  ancient 
baked  clay  tablets,  which  bear  the  same  dates  of  origin  they  form  a most 
interesting  series  for  collectors.  It  must  be  remembered  that  some  of 
these  tablets  and  seals  date  to  hundreds  of  years  before  the  time  of 
Abraham  of  Bible  history,  placing  them  among  the  oldest  human  relics  in 
this  world.

Wurttemberg,  Frederick  II  1803  Convention  Thaler,  Handsome  bust 
to  left.  Titles.  Rx.  Crowned  coat  of  arms  on  Palm  Branches  CUM

German  Empire  Medal,  2 M size  Emperor  Frederick  III.  Crowned 
Bust  to  r,  in  Coronation  Robes.  Rx.  Inscription  “Gone  to  rest 
June  15,  1888,  the  99th  day  of  his  reign”.  Brilliant. 
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Same  Class,  3 M size,  Youthful  head  of  William  II.  Rx.  Germania 
borne  on  wings  of  the  German  eagle  “Hail  to  our  Emperor,  June 
15,  1888.”  Brilliant.
